WATCH ON MEAT SOLD 


Washington, Nov, 29 -How* Unci*' 
Sam keeps watch on the meat sold iu 
the United States is show 11 by a re­ 
cent report of the Bureau of Animat 
industry of th« Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
in tlie year ended Juno 3 last, the 
report states, a total 
of 
58,000,000 
food animals w ere inspected by the 
departm ent’s 
agents 
when 
they 
slaughtered in the various plants of 
the country. 
Of this vast number, 299,958 ani­ 
mals were rejected 
by the 
federal 
agent* as unlit for human use, and 
an additional 644,688 were condemned 
in part. 
These figures Include 
only* 
cattle, calves, sheep, goats aud swine. 
it appears from the report that tu ­ 
berculosis is the chief ailment of the 
food animals of this country, more 
condemnations being due to this die 
ease thau to auy other factor. More 
than 82.644 carcases of cattle and 66, 
000 carcases of swine were rejected 
e n tire ly by the federal inspectors dui 
ing the year on account of this din 
ease 
And In addition to this, parts 
of 18,000 cattle 
and 
440,000 swim 
were 
infect ions. 
Next in the list of widespread ani 
mal complaints wag hog cholera this 
disease being 
responsible 
for 
the 
heaviest 
loss 
except 
tuberculosis 
Nearly 102,000 swine were condemned 
on account of thi* malady during the 
twelve months ending with June 30 
last. 
incidentally, the report shows that 
more swine were slaughtered during 
iiis period in slaughter houses tinder 
federal inspection than ever before in 
a siugle year. 
A total of 36,274,95 4 
hogs were Inspected by 
the govern 
m eat agents at time of slaughter. Ap
